SMALL ENTITY COMPLIANCE GUIDE

Dear Full-time Tier 2 Tilefish Permit Holder and
Federally Permitted Tilefish Dealer:

This letter is to inform you that the tilefish quota for the tilefish limited access Full-time Tier 2
permit category for the 2005 fishing year is projected to have been harvested based upon dealer
reports and other available information.

Therefore, effective 0001 hrs local time, June 28, 2005, fishing vessels holding tilefish limited
access Full-time Tier 2 category permits are prohibited from landing tilefish harvested from
within the Golden Tilefish Management Unit* through October 31, 2005.

Federally permitted dealers are also advised that, effective June 28, 2005, they may not purchase
tilefish from vessels holding tilefish limited access Full-time Tier 2 category permits who land
tilefish harvested from within the Golden Tilefish Management Unit for the remainder of the
2005 fishing year (through October 31, 2005).

The 2006 fishing year for tilefish will open on November 1, 2005.
